VALVULAR LEAKAGE IS PREVENTABLE 
Nine-tenths of the heart disease physicians find 


in persons xmder middle ase is valvular leakage 
resulting from an attack of rheumatic fever, inflam- 
matory rheumatism, acute multiple infectious arth- 
ritis. (As I hase so often and so dogmatically de- 
clared there is no such disease as "rheumatism." I 
must explain here that the concensus of medical 
opinion at present is that this "rheumatic fever" is 
probably due to a specific serai, it Is certainly in- 
fectious, and until the specific germ is detcnnined 
we have no better name for the illness. It is not 
the same as the various chronic or long continued 
joint troubles which commonly masquerade as 
"rheumatic." There is no danger, no tendency to- 
ward heart valve involvement in the chronic, point 
troubles, such as characterizes rheumatic fever.) 


In a small share of the cases of rheumatic fever 


the illness is apparently mild and the patient, us- 
ually a young child, develops no marked inflamma- 
tion of the joints, but just some slight fever, per- 
haps associated xxith a sore throat and vague aches 
or 
pains which are too often dubbed "growing: 


pains." Such cases may not be recognized as of any 
seriousness, yet there is nevertheless a risk of dam- 
age to the valves of the heart. In rather more than

HOPE FOR NAVAL REDUCTION 
Great Britain has replied favorably to 


President Coolidge's invitation to a sec-, 
ond conference to consider further naval 
disarmament. The response states that 
the British delegation "will do their best 
to further the success of the proposed 
conversation." Undoubtedly the British 
reply, together with that of Japan which 
was also favorable, opens the way to a 
three-power conference.

Arthur D. Little, of Cam- 
bridge, Mass., who has made a' study 
of the question, says in his Industrial 
Bulletin that the prime cost of gas 
is practically double that of oil and 
almost three times that of anthracite. 
What it costs the consumer depends 
upon so many various factors that no 
general comparative statement can be 
made.

in experience is R. J. Ritchie of this 
place. Like many other farmers, Mr. 
Ritchie started out in the dairy busi- 
ness with native cattle with indiffer- 
ent results until 30 years ago. when 
he decided to change from what he 
had to cattle that would produce more 
milk in proportion to feed than the 
old herd. 


Mr. Ritchie started in thc purebred 


cattle-raising business with Durhams 
becauso they were fine looking ani- 
irals and the most popular in his lo 
cality at the time. 
He bought his 


f first male Durham from W. C. Rit- 
chie. 
tl 
Later, however, he changed to thc 


Ayrshire breed, buying the foundation 
animals from W. F. Craig, a breeder 
of this type of cattle who lived near 
Koyaiton and from Charles Dunbar, 
Elkhorn. Mr. Ritchie was very much 
pleased with thc 
Ayrshire herd he 


developed, kept the herd flve years 
and might have had it still, but the 
animals became infected with _tuber- 
culosis and the herd had to be" elimi- 
nated. 


BUYS HOLSTEINS 


After selling 
his entire 
herd of 


Ayrshires. consisting of 30 head. Mr. 
Ritchie, bought a purebred Jflolstein 
sire ond 17 grade Holstein cows Jrom 
farmers of Cedar Grove, very good 
stock. He continued with these grades 
for some time and then, being well 
pleased with the breed, he bought 24 
purebred Holstein heifers from Ernest 
Frank, a breeder, Fox Lake. 
These 


animals are the foundation of Mr. 
Ritchie's present herd and a number 
of the original animals are still in the 
herd. 
His herd now consists of 35 


purebreds and a few grades. He is 
raising purebreds for the market and 
as the basis of his dairying activities. 
His present herd sire is a grandson of 
the famous old 37th sire of the John 
Erickson herd, and was raised on the 
A. W. Ritchie farm, Royalton. Mr. 
Ritchie is selling some cows and a 
large number of bulls. 


When asked why he finally selected 


Holstein 
cattle. Mr. 
Ritchie said: 


"They are good looking, very popular, 
are good producers and are always 
salable." 


Mr. Ritchie does nothing in the line 


of official cow testing or cow testing 
of any other kind except what is done 
privately on the farm. But he raises 
the best animals possible and sells 
what he can without going t9 the ex- 
pense and trouble of production rec- 
ords or other things, except registra- 
tion. He is a member of the national 
Ayrshire organization and of the na- 
tional Holstein organization, and also 
of the state organizations. 


He is now milking 20 cows and sep- 


arates most of the milk on his farm 
£0 that he can have skim milk for his 
hogs and calves and the balance of his 
milk goes to the condensary. 
Mr. 


Ritchie sold 10 adult animals from 
his herd thc past season and a large 
number of calves. The firm'is known 
as R. J. Ritchie and son.

bau and Kenyon, cattle buyers of 
this city that he would be here on a 
certain date and to have a car or l\\o 
of cattle ready for him on his arrival. 


Since his first trip from Mexico to 


Waupaca, last spring. Mr. Rangle has 
bought from Shambcau and Kenyon 
300 cattle and shipped them 
to his 


home city, where he resold them to 
farmers around Mexico City, who are 
anxious to get Wisconsin breeds for 
dairy purposes. Mr. Rangle was here 
in January and bought GO head and 
on Feb. 7, 63 head. 


As the cars are supplied with water 


and feed, cattle arc not unloaded in 
transit from Waupaca to Mexico City 
although 10 days arc icquired for thc 
trip. Bert Pope, Waupaca, acts as 
herdsman of the cattle in shipment 
from Waupaca to the Mexican border 
where he meets thc herdsman of Mr. 
Ranglo and three cattle buyers, who 
aro in partnership with Mr. Rangle. 
It is evxpectcd that Mr. Rangle will 
return in March for another load of 
cattle.

TO ALLOW HERDS 


When Germs Get Foothold 


Entire Herd Is Under Sus- 
picion, Expert Says

fair last Wednesday, J. J. Ethcridge, 
county agent of Oconto-co. talked on 
Hog Raising and Charles B .Drewry, 
county agent of Marinette-co on Abor- 
tion in Cows to an audience of 250 
persons. In the afternoon to a much 
larger audience. Mr. Drewry talked on 
Soil Improvement, and B. E. Billing 
ton, Wausau, a representative of the 
Wisconsin Cheese Producers' Federa- 
tion, talked on a Farmer's Responsib- 
ility to his product.

ages of abortion inay be much more 
serious, insofar as the financial inter- 
ests of the owner is concerned, than 
those of T. B. When the germs of 
abortion get a foothold the entire herd 
is under suspicion, if its usefulness to 
the owner in production is not actual- 
ly destroyed. 


Abortion may be induced by injury 


to the animal, by defective rations or 
by infection from any one of three 
kinds oC abortion bacteria. Abortion 
brought on by injury is not serious 
because 
it reaches no farther, the 


kind brought on by the wrong kind of 
feed may easily be remedied, but no 
positive remedy has been has thus far 
been found for the cbntageous type. 


In the contageous type, the germs 


may be introduced into the body of 
the animal through water or/feed and 
may be conveyed by anything mov- 
able in the yards or stables. They are 
exceedingly active and cause the di-
